low. 
There are mamr percentages that. 


run from 20 to as high as 116 per cent. 


President Coolidge is concerned about

It is a 
part of the high price we pay for polities. 
It is not efficient, it is not economical and 
in many instances, it is injurious.

000,000 among the 300,000 employes of 
the mail service and encouraged the old 
and experienced employes to stay on the 
job.

more in service speed and reliability than 
it would.pay out in additional salaries.

COMMON' SKIN POISONS. 


Everybody knows that skin inflammation may 


be caused by certain poisons—even though there be 
no apochryphal dislocation of the spine. But not 
everybody knows bow very commonly skin rashes 
are so produced. Such skin, inflammation is called 
dermatitis, and to indicate that it is produced by 
some poison, dermatitis venenata. An impressive 
name like that is homo comfort, if you happen to 
have it. 


Of course there are innumerable chemicals and 


medicines which may produce a dermatitis, but 
that's another story. We are trying to indicate 


! only the common causes which any one may en- 
counter irrespective of occupation. 


The use of soap containing an excess of alkaW 


or particles of ground bone as in some~"si'onrin. 
preparations. W earing: stockings and other cloth- 
ing dyed with anilln or piric acid or chromium 
or 'arsenic compounds. _. Some cases of dermatitis 
from a leather hatband, from a. fur neckpiece o: 
from colored toys are due to the dyes. Even the dye 
In the lining' of some shoes will cause a dermatitis 
of jthe feet. Nowadays it is rather common to hoar 
of severe dermatitis from the use of hair dye which 
contains a coaltar clertvative called paraphenylen- 
| damin. Certain individuals are susceptible to prim- 
' rose and develope a dermatitis of face, neck and 
hands, often mistaken for eczema, wherrthey handle 
of grow these plants. 


A mild dermatitis is produced in some cases by 


the lacquer on mah jongg- tiles-—so if you play that 
game don't blame any little skin trouble*on the 
east wind. The lacquer is made from a plant of 
the Khus family. Poison ivy is Rhus toxecoden- 
dron. 


A dermatitis of the face was produced by the 


use of "triple extract of heliotrope" in a toilet pre- 
paration. 


Sunburn and frostbite are forms of dermatitis. 
X-ray "burns" are another form of dermatitis. 
Besides poison ivy and primrose, several other 


plants may produce dermatitis in susceptible indi- 
viduals, notably oleander, may apple, golden rod, 
arnica, burdock, skunk cabbage, 
bitter 
orange, 


Jack in the pulpit, nettle, smartweed, cowhage and 
the common daisy. But then, these are not always 
suitable for bouquets. 


Tincture of arnica, which is still a domestic reme- 


dy for slight contusions—though 
nobody 
knows 


why—sometimes causes a very troublesome derma 
titis in a sensitive person. 
. 


Contrary to the older notion, ordinary dyes, rust, 


mold and verdigris are not productive of.any -poi- 
sonous or injurious effects, either locally or system- 
ically. The common term for septicemia, "blood 
poisoning", probably misleads the laity about that: 
the poisoning in septicemia, is only that of the in- 
vading germs. 


Many cases of dermatitis from these common 


skin poisons or irritants are unrecognized. Even 
when the rash is submitted to the attention of a 
physician it is largely a matter of elimination and 
deduction for the doctor to determine the nature 
and cause of the dermatitis. Take for example 
mah jongg- dermatitis unless the patient makes a 
clean breast of his addiction to that dreadful habit, 
how is the doctor to tell? The general depraving 
effects do not show conspicuously in the earliest 
stages of ths habit.
